We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  Bookmobile  service  from  the 
N.  H.  State  Library.  The  librarians  also  borrow  books  from  the 
State  Library  at  the  request  of  their  readers . 

Through  the  kindness  of  friends  ,  collections  of  books  are  taken 
to  the  Norris  Nursing  Home  and  Merrimack  County  Home. 

The  main  library  is  used  for  meetings  of  many  groups  inter- 
ested in  town  affairs. 

Both  libraries  were  decorated  for  the  Christmas  season. 

We  have  purchased  many  new  books  the  past  year,  also  a  new 
twenty-four  volume  Collier's  Encyclopedia. 

Several  gifts  of  books  have  been  presented  to  the  main  library. 

The  Library  Trustees  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gift  of  the  book

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

At  a  meeting  with  the  Much-I-Do  Fire  Department,  the  Select- 
men were  requested  to  explore  the  possibility  of  a  new  fire 
station. 

The  present  station  is  in  very  bad  repair  and  on  the  verge  of 
being  dangerous  in  that  its  underpinning  is  all  but  unusable. 
Much-I-Do  has  its  tank  truck  stored  in  Merrimack  Manufacturing 
Company  garage  and  has  been  informed  that  it  will  have  to  be 
housed  elsewhere  by  this  Spring. 

With  the  ordinary  growth  of  the  Town,  a  four  bay  station  should 
meet  our  requirements  for  many  years  to  come.  We  feel  a  new 
station  will  pay  for  itself  many  times  over,  if  not  in  monetary 
value,  in  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  our  fire  equipment  will 
be  readily  available  when  an  emergency  arises. 


PLANNING  BOARD  AUTHORITY 

The  Selectmen  urge  you  to  give  the  Planning  Board  authority  as 
requested  in  Article  #11. 

In  the  past  the  Town  has  accepted  streets  at  Town  Meeting  re- 
sulting in  the  acceptance,  and  subsequent  liability,  of  streets 
that  were  dead  end ,  had  narrow  roadways  (not  enough  room  to 
plow  snow),  disputable  boundaries  and  questionable  deeds.  A 
legal  uniform  manner  must  be  attained  in  the  acceptance  of 
streets,  with  special  regard  given  grade,  width,  drainage,  road 
bed  and  location. 

Streets  should  conform  with  certain  standards  before  lots  are 
sold  or  houses  built.  In  this  manner  our  Town  can  have  orderly 
growth  and  attract  both  business  and  desirable  citizens.

Boscawen's  General  Plan  was  at  last  printed  and  distributed  in  the 
fall  of  1966.  Containing  maps  and  charts  as  well  as  text,  the 
plan  can  serve  as  a  guide  to  the  orderly  and  economical  develop- 
ment of  our  growing  town.  It  recognizes  the  desirability  of  re- 
taining the  town's  rural  character,  and  at  the  same  time  it  deals 
with  the  needs  and  problems  that  come  with  increased  population 
and  super-highways . 

The  General  Plan  recommends  specific  solutions  for  such  problems 
as: 

1.  The  need  for  a  larger  tax  base  such  as  can  be  provided  by  in- 
dustry, commerce,  and  upper  income  homes. 

2.  Sewage  disposal.  This  is  of  increasing  importance  because 
of  current  public  demand  for  anti-pollution  measures. 

3.  Public  water  supply.  The  Planning  Board  has  worked  with  the 
Precinct  Commissioners  with  a  view  to  improving  present  ser- 
vice on  the  most  economical  basis,  and  planning  extension  of 
water  mains  in  a  manner  and  in  such  locations  as  will  prevent 
high  cost  operations  in  the  future. 

4.  Our  firefighters  have  called  attention  to  an  immediate  need  for 
a  fire  station.  This  should  be  planned  in  the  light  of  future 
needs  of  other  activities ,  in  order  to  avoid  costly  duplication. 

5.  Standards  should  be  set  up  for  streets  and  other  town  services, 
so  that  they  will  be  in  proper  condition  when  accepted  by  the 
Town.  Developers  and  sub-dividers  should  meet  the  Town's 
requirements  in  order  to  avoid  costly  rebuilding  at  the  tax- 
payers' expense. 

On  Town  Meeting  Day,  voters  will  consider  two  measures  im- 
portant to  the  Town. 

1.  The  Zoning  Ordinance  question  will  appear  on  the  official  bal- 
lot.   It  deals  with  sizes  of  new  house  lots,  and  land  use. 

2.  Subdivision  control  will  be  considered  in  an  article  in  the  war- 
rant. It  pertains  to  standards  for  streets  and  other  town  ser- 
vices which  are  to  be  met  by  developers  and  subdividers. 

Copies  of  the  General  Plan  have  been  distributed  to  town  officials 
and  representatives  of  civic  organizations.  Each  Library  has  six 
copies  to  loan.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people  —  those  who  cause  fires  and 
those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden,  deputy  ward- 
ens, fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a  prolonged  drought, 
made  one  of  the  best  fire  control  records  in  recent  years.  Despite 
a  very  dry  spring,  we  in  New  Hampshire  working  together,  have 
substantially  reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to  595  in 
1966.) 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors: 

1 .  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state-town  organ- 
ization jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire  pre- 
vention, training  and  suppression  with  dedicated  per- 
sonnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program  and 
your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  prevention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improvement.  Major 
problems  are  still  with  us;  (1)  the  careless  disposal  of  cigarettes 
(2)  the  householder's  carelessness  in  burning  rubbish;  (3)  the 
failure  of  woodlot  owners  and  contractors  to  completely  extinguish 
their  brush  burning  fires;  (4)  failure  to  extinguish  camp  fires; 
(5)  unsupervised  children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be  pro- 
tected. In  19  66  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this  area  and 
restricted  acreage  burned  to  395   acres  —  a  fine  testimonial  to 

the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  the  men  who  make  up  our  forest 
fire  control  organization. 

If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits  are  not 
issued  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  except  on  rainy 
days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow.  To  minimize  risk  tne  best  way  to  dispose  of 
rubbish  is  at  your  authorized  town  or  municipal  dumping 
area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 
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4.      Most  important  —  Instruct  your  children  that  matches  are 
not  play  things.

Application  was  made  for  a  federal  grant  shortly  after  our  annual 
meeting  last  March,  through  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Act  of  1965.  After  much  correspondence  and  meetings,  telephone 
conversations  and  legal  opinions  we  were  told,  on  December  17, 
19  66,  we  did  not  qualify  for  federal  aid. 

We  then  applied  to  the  Farm  and  Home  Agency  working  with 
Mr.  Gleason  of  our  Planning  Board,  and  got  a  prompt  reply  that 
we  did  not  qualify  there  either. 

We  then  proceeded  to  issue  our  bonds.  We  sold  the  issue  to 
W.  E.  Hutton  &  Company  of  Boston,  Mass.  Their  offer  was  for 
25  year  bonds,  $6,200.00  due  March  1,  1968,  and  $5,000.00 
thereafter  through  1991  inclusive,  at  a  rate  of  $4.20%  interest. 
They  pay  all  expenses  of  preparation,  certification  and  legal- 
ization of  the  bonds.  This  is  in  process  of  completion  at  this 
time,  February  18,  1967. 

During  the  summer  we  removed  1000  feet  of  six  inch  pipe  north 
of  Goodhue  Road,  and  replaced  it  with  1000  feet  of  eight  inch 
pipe.  The  pipe  we  removed  from  this  job  we  laid  in  the  new 
development  off  Water  Street. 

Five  new  hydrants  were  installed,  along  with  three  leaks  having 
been  repaired  and  twenty  five  new  services  were  added  through 
the  year.

We  regret  to  inform  you  that  we  are  unable  to  act  favorably  on  your 
request  for  Federal  financial  assistance  under  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Facilities  Grant  Program. 

We  realize  the  importance  of  the  proposed  project  to  your  community. 
At  the  same  time,  we  have  had  to  develop  a  national  program  that  would 
take  account  of  the  fact  that  we  have  on  hand  requests  for  assistance 
totalling  over  twenty  times  the  appropriation  for  the  program  made  in 
Fiscal  Year  1967. 

In  an  effort  to  insure  the  most  equitable  distribution  of  our  limited  funds, 
we  have  recently  completed  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  all  requests 
received.     Factors  taken  into  consideration  were  the  extent  to  which  the 
proposed  projects  implemented  area-wide  comprehensive  planning  and 
programming,  relative  urgency  of  need  in  urban  areas,  economics  of 
scale,  scope  of  benefits,  consistency  with  the  intent  of  the  law  creating 
the  program,  and  other  national  objectives.    To  do  this  we  find  it  neces- 
sary to  retain  only  those  inquiries  which  most  nearly  meet  these 
qualifications . 

We  regret  the  necessity  of  returning  your  proposal.     However,  we  feel 
this  action  must  be  taken  in  fairness  to  you  so  that  you  may,  if  you  desire, 
proceed  with  other  means  of  financing  the  construction  of  this  project. 
This  action  in  no  way  will  prejudice  your  community  from  submitting  any 
other  proposals  in  the  future,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  discuss  such  pro- 
posals with  you .
